HIS SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERIES. 


Albert L., Prince of Monaco, whose 
death was recently announced, was 
eminent not only aa a patron of science 
but.as himself a eavant:of. real dis- 
tinction. ‘3 : , 
* ‘The following summary. of ‘his acti- 
vities will supplement “the brief 
account published some time ago. 

Prince Albert Honoré Obarles be- 
longed to the House of Goyon de 
Matignon-Grimaldi, and was born on 
November 13th, 1848, son of Prince 
Charles III. and bis wife, Antoinette 
Comtesse de Mérode. see 

At anearly age tho Prince joined 

. the Spanish Navy, and he ‘remained 
for the rest of bis life a sailor ; indeed, 
in external sppearance he had 
a cingular resemblance to the cap- 
tain of a buttleship, His love 
for the sea never loft 
him, and he spent most of bis. spare 
time ond much of his fortune in 
oceanographical studies, The first 
yacht which he devoted to 
practical research at sea was tho 
“Birodelle,” in ‘which, in 
1885-1886, he carried out inveatiga- 
tions in the Gulf Stream, and was the 
first to investigate its influence on the 
French coast, Later on the Prince 
developed many new appliances for 

"dredging at various depths, and begao 
to use hiseubmarine electrical lamp 
asa baitfor fish, Ons fourth trip 
tothe Azores he explored some 14 
Jakes in the islands, of which 18 had 
never been investigated before. 

SUBMARINE FAUNA. 

In 1891, the Piince made o tial 

trip in a new steam yacht, the 
“Princesa Alice” specially designed for 
marine investigation. In 1892 the 
Prince laid before the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris a project for 
establiching—bigh-and low level meto- 
orologicul observations in the Atlantic 
Ocean on a large scale. Weather 
stations on the Azores, Madeira, the 
Canaries, Bermuda, and th Peak of 
Teneriffe were proposed: and it was 
suggested that Monaco should act as 
the centre for the collection and 
distribution of the information 
obtained.. During the period of his 
investigation of the Atlantic the 
Prince used his intimate knowledge of 
avery technical detail connected with 
the sea and its investigation, and by 
the use of the machinery he bad per- 
fected he was able to add largely to 
our knowledge of the distribution of 
the deep sea fauna. He added many 
Dew epecirs to the Atlantic fauna. 
_ Aapecial method which the Prince 
adopted for investigating the fauna of 
tho intermediatedepthe, especially suc- 
cessful in the casa of come of the 
larger squids, was to examine the 
stomachs of whrles which feed at 
thoan deptha, One of the Prince’e 
discoveries, Lepidoteuthis grimaldst, is 
the typeof a new family. This was 
vomited during the dying struggles of 
asperm whale, but unfortunately it 
had Ivat ita fend and arms. The 

. fragment was about 1 yard long, and 
the complete budy of the snimal 
most have been at loast 7/t. in length. 
With the arma added it must have 
been a monster of coloseal strength. 
Another immense cuttle fi-h, a 
‘Cucioteuthis bas arms as strong as 8 
man's aud catries ruckera furnished 

“i.with elawa as powerful as those of a 

«< Wiger. 

Tn later years the Prince made 
many. investigations in the Arctic 
regions, For instance, he recorde 
in 1907, when the ‘Princess Alire”’ 
was much hindered by quantities of 
ine and by fog, that the sutochrome 
p'stes of the Lumiere Company 
developed: a blue veil over their 
" gurface at about Iutitude G9deg, 40 
‘. N., which increased in intersity up to 
** the higheat point le attained 794eg 
N. On returning eouth thie blue vel 
faded away aa slowly re it had arisen,

- Tho “patient” 
is asked to believe that material 
nature is an illusion, that the idea 
is tho only reality, snd that idea is all- 
powerful when consciously linked to 
the divine force. Thereforu, if the 
“patient” coosiders herself as pure 
idea, and her lover sleo as a disem- 
bodied, spirit. she ia all powerful and 
may wed whom she chooses. = [t 
sounds very simple, 

It should be mentioned, by the way, 
that tho practitioner ia well paid for 
her ‘love philtre.” Btill, the happy 
lovera should not object to paying for 
tLeir bliss! Good clinking money 
has ifs uses even for the most epirit- 
ually mined of love-doctors, 

Christian Science, it seema, is also 
useful in business, Several very well 
known business men aro treated by 
her whenever they go to board 
meetings. Instead of trying to par: 
suade refractory associates to do their 
will by the cbld force of logic, they 
ting up this practitioner and ask her 
to “work” for them, By means of 
thie absunt treatment who knows how 
many “big deals’ have been put 
through?” Pérbaps some have also 
failed ! 

This s me abscnt treatment saved 
no fewer than fifteen English soldiers 
during the war, if we are to believe 
the practitioner. Precisely how the 
bullets of the encmy wero deflected 
was not very clearly exploined to the 
representative of the Sunday Express 
who interviewed her.

With o flourish of trumpets the 
‘King, accompanied by the Queen, 
opened thé jondon County Hall, on 

side of Westminster Bridge. 
» In-every respect the King, in his 
reply to an address from the’ London 
County Council, was exactly to the 
poi: " 
“This noble hall . . . should 
stimulate the development of that 
sense of citizenship so difficult and 
yet so imperative to cultivats.” 

“It is significant that the side 
chosay,should be on the southern aide 
of the river,” the King added. refer- 
ting.to the marsh Isnds that formerly 
existed hero, “ But reconstruction is 
sure tocome and will be accelerated 
by the erection of this new civic 
building.” fi 

It was oglimpseinto the fulure 
when no doubt al] the ugliness of the 
south bank of the Thames hereabouts 
will have given place to tha same 
magaificent vietas as are to be seen 
op the north bank in tke neizh- 
bonrhoed. 

Noble was the right word to describe 
the building—within as well as 
without. ‘The Council Chamber iteelf 
will be a now right for Londoners on 
the weekly meotings of the Council. [f 
it were 400 years old, people would 
talk about ite beauty. The committee 
rooms and the offices of heads of 
departments and of the staffs are all 
the last word in efficiency. 

With the King and Queen were the 
Duke of York, Princess Mary and 
Viscount Lascelles. The Queen looked 
very queonly ina satin cloak of the 
paleat grey, gold embroidered, and 4 
pale gold toque. The Princess wore 
dreea of her favourite pale bluc and 8 
hat of the same colour trimmed with 
convolvuli. 

ARCHITECT PRESENTED, 


After the openirg ceremony, which 
took place on the ateps of the Mem- 
bers’ Terrace facing tho river, o 
number of presentations were made, 
including Mr. Ralph Knott, the 
architect of the building, whom the 
King warmly complimented; Miss 
Henrietta Adler, deputy- chairman of 
the Council, one of the most important 
municipal positions filled by a woman;

“ Who are they going ta send to be 
our parson #‘aake the Bishop of Bt.

This is ons of the questions whioh 
the leaders of the Life. and Liberty 
Movement in the Church of England 
are going to speak about at the meot- 
ing at Queen's Hall. They are out to 
make people think and face facta, 

It is a question which very closly 
affects the lsity as well ss othors. 
At the present timo clergy are ap- 
pointed as incumbents of parishes 
either by-the Crown, the bishop of the 
diocese cathedral bouies, colleges at 
Oxford or Cambridge, or by privata 
individuals or groups of private in- 
dividuale, who having formed them- 
selves into trusts,” bave ‘ bought 
up” livings with the purpose of ap 
pointing clergymen who hold some 
particular ecolesiastical “' views.” But 
the people who are most concerned— 
the members: of the church in the 
parish iteelf—have no voice in the 
matter at all; they are treated like a 
lot of ebildren; thoy have got to take 
whoever is sent to them whether he 
is the sort of man they want or not. 

“THE PARSON'S FREEHOLD.” 

And when they have got hit they 
are obliged to keep him unti! h likes 
to go of bis own free will, or until 
death removes him to another ephere; 
heise thare “for better or for worse, 
till death us do part"! and sometimes 
occasionally, at all cvents, it does 
prove to be “for the worse.’ If it 
does nobody can remove him, unless 
he canbe provid (a d that is often a 
very difficult snd always sn extreme- 
ly expensive process) to have been 
guilty of soma more or less gross 
immorality. 

Golong as the parson just carrica 
on, takes his necessary services, and 
performs the bare “duties”. of his 
office, he can snap his fingers at 
bishop, people, and everyone elss, By 
the “parson’s freehold,” as it is called, 
he is therefor life; he cannot be 
removed. And.eyen if he-hos grossly 
neglected hia duties and tha bishop 
tries him in-bis court and he is found 
guilty and “inhibited”—ie., not al- 
lowed to'coftinue » clergyman of the 
-parish;~-he can-stil!-draw—the—major 
portion of the stipend attached to the 
living till he dies! The bishop can 
only take a small part of it to pay 
the man who is put in to do the work. 

‘THE -1s1810P'8; HELPLESSNEBS, 

It isan old way of trying to run a 
serious business and do God’s work: 
but there it is,and there it will be 
until some new ‘method is agreed 
upon and passed into law, And it 
strikes you as particularly ocd if you 
happen to b: the bishop of a diocese, 
Whatever else d bishop is, ho is any- 
way supposed to be the “ mausging 
director” of the Church organieation 
in his dioce:e. By the existing 
law o ‘‘patron’’ can nominate 
whom’. he “likes to the ‘ure 
of, souls” in a parish but 
the man ‘so nominated cannot 
become vicar or rector of the parish 
in question until he is instituted and 
I'censed thereto by the bishop, That 
looke“at first sight as if the’ bishop— 
who is ultimately reaponsible for the 
work in the diocese as a whole—had 
some voice in the appointment ; a8 0 
fact, he has practically none. Ho is 
bound by law to institute the man so 
nominated, unless he can prove in a 
court of Jaw—again at considersble 
expense, which he has’got to meet 
himself—that the man in question ‘s 
morally or ecclesiastically unfit, ond 
be has got to be pretty bad for that; 
mere unsuitability or siackness or 
past inefficiency ate no ground for 
refusal ‘on the part of the bish»p,
